Gile« announced 
iiis determination to take off again 
Ut the earliest possible moment. 
Heavy rain and a storm 
af 
sea 
made a take-off impossible Sunday, 
and on Monday the runw ay of th e 
flying field was still muddy. 
A favorable forecast for the San 
Fruncisco-Honolulu 
airway 
d u rin g 
the next 4S hours was issued last 
nig ht by the United States weather 
bureau in San Francisco. 
Immediately F. H. Peterson, flight 
m anager for Captain 
Giles, 
began 
arrangem ents for the take-off today. 
Hiles spent the nig ht at the air field. 
Long before dawn Giles was up 
preparing for the departure. He was 
in high spirits and expressed th e u t ­ 
most confidence that he would lie the 
first man to apan the entire Pacific 
and reach Australia. 
The Wanda was pulled from its 
h a n g a r to the head of the runw ay 
and was fueled and oiled again. Giles 
had dum per practically all his sup­ 
ply of gasoline before returning S at­ 
urday to minimize the 
hazard 
of 
landing. 
Two main tanks and four auxili­ 
ary ta nks of the W anda were filled 
w ith 300 gallons of gasoline, a s u p ­ 
ply that Giles*estimated would 
be 
ample to carry him to Honolulu with 
a safety margin. 
Perfect weather 
conditions 
pre- 
aailed for the take-off. The sky was 
clear and a light wind was blowing 
from the south. 
Mechanics started the motor 
of 
th e plane shortly before 7 A. M. to 
warn) it up. 
(Hies climbed into tile 
cockpit at 7:15 A. M. and gave the 
motor a test. 
Tile Wanda made a splendid get­ 
away. 
It took the air at 7:23 after 
going down th e runw a y about 1.500 
f e e t . 
He was in the air in about twenty 
seconds after the plane started to 
move. 
The Wanda was off the ground in 
a shorter distance than on 
S a tu r ­ 
day’s take-off. despite 
the 
muddy 
runw a y today. 
ll e 
gained 
elevation 
rapidly, 
climbing much faster than he did on 
th e original attem pt. 
The W anda travelled south for a 
short

Giles carried four sandwiches,

pint of milk and six q u arts of water 
in addition to condensed army ra­ 
tions. 
Before leaving Giles thanked offi­ 
cials of Mills Field airport for their 
assistance in preparing for th e flight 
and expressed his confidence in the 
ability of the W a n d s to reach Hono­ 
lulu. 
r a p t . A. T. Peterson, 
his 
flight 
manager, said that if Giles reached 
Honolulu safely he would take the 
first boat available for Hawaii, too. 
From the time Giles passes out 
over the California line 
until 
he 
reaches Honolulu or is sighted by 
ships at sea, the flier will be out of 
touch with the rest of the world. 
His plane carried no radio equip­ 
ment. 
Giles said that if the p l a n e 
went into a tail spin he would be 
too busy with the controls to a t ­ 
tempt to Send radio messages 
for 
help. 
R ather than add to the weight of 
the Wanda, Giles decided not to take 
w ith him a small rubber life raft. 
He carried a life jacket and a hack 
saw. 
W ith the hack saw he hoped to be 
able to cut away the motor if the

The increase in automobile ownership and travel, however, 
has been g reater than anyone could foresee, arid many of the high­ 
ways which were excellent roads three or four years ago, are en­ 
tirely inadequate for the increased traffic of today. 
M any more 
will become inadequate in a few years as traffic increases.

situation is such that it demands serious consideration and im me­ 
diate action on the part of the people. 


To carry the ever-increasing traffic, it is necessary that all tim 
main trunk highways be paved.
